To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Services  and  Welfare  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  glad  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  general  health  of  our 
schoolchildren  has  been  very  good.  No  abnormal  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  occurred.  There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  whooping  cough  reported — 68  in  1961  compared  with  only  4 this  year. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  child  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
poliomyelitis.  We  can  derive  some  measure  of  sober  but  cautious  encour- 
agement from  this  fact  because  of  its  association  with  our  successful  drive 
to  immunise  our  children  against  the  disease.  Approximately  77  per  cent, 
of  all  children  below  school  leaving  age  have  been  given  full  protective 
doses.  But  we  must  not  relax  our  efforts.  It  is  already  becoming  less 
easy  to  persuade  parents  and  adults  of  the  need  for  protection  now  that  the 
original  fear  and  publicity  prevailing  about  three  years  ago  have  abated. 
The  oral  type  of  vaccine  was  successfully  introduced  after  it  became  available 
in  March  1962. 

Similarly  there  is  increasing  apathy  associated  with  diphtheria  im- 
munisation We  may  justifiably  record  that  only  five  cases  of  diphtheria 
were  notified  among  schoolchildren  in  the  last  16  years  and  these  had 
not  been  immunised.  For  the  last  1 1 years  not  one  case  of  the  disease  has 
been  notified. 

It  is  again  a pleasure  to  report  that  for  the  sixteenth  year  in  succession 
not  one  child  who  has  been  completely  immunised  has  been  found  to  suffer 
from  diphtheria. 

It  is  my  continual  endeavour,  knowing  how  complacent  in  many 
directions  we  can  become  as  a nation,  to  combat  any  complacency  in  matters 
of  Public  Health.  Good  health  in  many  aspects  of  it  can  now  be  secured 
for  children  by  parents  with  the  minimum  of  effort  and  expense. 

Although  more  than  ten  thousand  five  hundred  children  were  examined 
during  the  year  it  is  most  encouraging  to  record  that  not  one  child  was 
reported  whose  physical  condition  was  considered  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  County  Health  Officer  on 
pages  36-37.  He  records  that  all  samples  of  milk  supplies  to  schools  were 
clean  and  adequately  pasteurised.  His  remarks  about  the  school  meals 
service  and  premises  are  also  worth  noting. 

Some  of  our  older  school  buildings  are  defective  in  many  respects. 
As  all  children  are  compelled  to  attend  school  it  is  only  reasonable  to 
provide  buildings  and  amenities  which  are  equivalent  to  the  best  standards 
of  domestic  housing.  Defects  found,  many  of  which  have  existed  for 
several  years  in  some  of  our  older  schools  are  recorded  on  page  10. 

The  new  school  for  Physically  Handicapped  Children  was  opened  in 
Llandudno  in  September  1962  by  Mr.  Christopher  J.  Chataway,  M.P., 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Minister  of  Education.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  26  children  were  in  residence  and  2 day  pupils  attended.  I am  very 
glad  to  have  been  closely  associated  with  the  conception  and  establishment 
of  this  very  fine  school  in  Caernarvonshire  for  the  six  North  Wales  counties. 
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The  medical,  administrative,  and  other  duties  increase  considerably  the 
demands  on  the  time  and  energies  of  the  School  Health  Department ; this 
is  compensated  by  observing  the  rapid  progress  made  by  the  children  in  the 
school  and  the  relief  and  joy  experienced  by  their  parents. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  details  about  the  tuberculosis,  audiology,  dental, 
child  guidance,  orthopaedic  and  handicapped  pupil  services  in  the  body  of 
the  report. 

Professor  Bryan  McFarland,  F.R.C.S.,  of  Liverpool,  died  recently 
after  a long  illness,  to  the  very  great  regret  of  those  who  knew  him.  He 
had  been  closely  associated  with  the  orthopaedic  service  for  this  county 
since  its  inception  in  1928.  Until  a few  years  ago,  when  he  resigned,  he 
had  given  excellent  treatment  in  Liverpool  and  here  to  many  hundreds  of 
our  children.  We  mourn  the  loss  of  a fine  surgeon  and  a good  colleague. 

I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members,  for  your 
encouragement  and  support,  the  Director  and  his  staff  and  all  the  teachers 
for  their  assistance,  and  all  the  members  of  the  School  Health  Department 
for  the  good  work  performed  by  them.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  IN  SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL 
WATER  SUPPLIES 

I have  received  this  report  from  the  County  Health  Officer : 

“To  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

School  Water  Supplies : 

Seventeen  bacteriological  water  samples  have  been  taken  from  schools 
or  the  water  sources  to  schools  in  the  county.  All  samples  were  reported 
to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  only  two  schools  that  derive  their  supply 
from  private  sources,  the  remainder  are  supplied  from  local  authority  mains. 
It  is  anticipated  that  another  school  will  be  connected  to  a main  supply  in 
1963. 

The  water  samples  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Conway,  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  District  Medical 
Officers  at  all  times  with  regard  to  unsatisfactory  water  supplies. 

School  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Sixty  inspections  have  been  made  of  school  sanitary  accommodations. 
This  includes  inspection  of  urinals,  W.C.s  and  means  of  disposal. 

Unsatisfactory  accommodation  has  been  referred  to  the  Director  of 
Education  for  the  appropriate  action. 

At  several  schools  the  urinals  leave  much  to  be  desired  as  many  have 
rendered  walls  and  inadequate  flushing  arrangements. 

The  hard  frost  experienced  in  the  last  week  of  December  proved  that 
many  water  service  pipes  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  were  of  insufficient 
depth  in  the  ground  and  consequently  froze.  It  was  also  noted  that  pipes 
are  not  adequately  protected  against  frost  by  lagging  and  the  provision 
of  stop  taps.  These  defects  are  not  only  expensive  but  render  the  closets 
a potential  danger  to  health  and  were  the  cause  of  the  closure  of  several 
schools  during  the  early  part  of  1963  for  many  weeks.” 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 

Medical  Inspections  were  performed  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
issued  in  August  1953. 

Caernarvonshire  children  are  examined  regularly  : 

(a)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  admission  to  a maintained 
school  for  the  first  time  ; 

(b)  during  their  last  year  of  attendance  at  primary  schools  ; 

(c)  during  the  last  year  of  attendance  at  secondary  schools. 

As  a further  safeguard,  all  Caernarvonshire  children  under  five  years 
of  age  attending  schools  are  inspected  annually ; all  children  found  to  be 
suffering  from  defects  are  inspected  annually,  and  special  cases  are  examined 
at  the  request  of  head  teachers  and  school  nurses  at  schools  and  clinics. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  156  of  the  158  schools  in 
the  county  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  a total  of  10,640  were 
examined  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

CONDITIONS  FOUND  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
Classification  of  Physical  Condition 

Table  4 shows  the  classification  of  the  general  condition  of  the  pupils 
examined  in  the  periodic  age  groups  during  1962. 

It  is  not  easy  to  compare  accurately  the  finer  degrees  of  physical  con- 
dition or  state  of  nutrition  because  there  are  no  easily  recognised  standards 
for  comparison.  Each  doctor  varies  slightly  in  his  assessment,  but  this 
table  may  be  accepted  as  reflecting  fairly  accurately  the  physical  condition 
of  our  children.

Of  6,162  children  examined  in  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  8 (0.13 
per  cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Errors  of  Refraction  (including  Squint) 

Of  those  examined  in  the  Periodic  and  Special  Groups,  194  (3.14  per 
cent.)  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  visual  defects.  An  additional 
39  children  (0.63  per  cent.)  required  treatment  for  squint. 

Defective  Hearing  and  Ear  Disease 

Treatment  of  22  children  (0.35  per  cent.)  was  required. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

All  schoolchildren  who  are  suspected  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  and  all  children  known  to  be  contacts  to 
tuberculous  patients,  are  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest  Physician  at 
special  clinics  held  at  Llandudno,  Caernarvon,  Bangor  and  Pwllheli  weekly. 
Before  attending  each  child  is  visited  by  the  School  Nurse,  who  performs  a 
tuberculin  skin  test  five  days  before  the  date  of  the  clinic.  The  result  of 
this  test  is  read  by  the  Chest  Physician  and  each  child  showing  a positive 
reaction  is  clinically  and  radiologically  examined. 

During  1962,  174  children  were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest 
Physician  and  the  results  of  the  examinations  are  given  in  Table  7.  Ten 
children  under  15  years  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  during 
1962  and  details  are  given  in  this  Table.

B.C.G.  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  of  children  born  to  tuberculous  mothers  and  of  children 
in  contact  with  open  cases  of  Tuberculosis  continued  and  details  of  children 
protected  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  are  given  in  Table  8. 

B.C.G.  immunisation  of  school  leavers  was  continued  and  children 
who  had  attained  their  tenth  birthday  at  the  time  of  testing  were  tested 
during  1962. 

Of  2,135  invitations  sent  to  parents,  1,970  (92.22  per  cent.)  acceptances 
were  received. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  is  given  in  Table  6. 

Of  the  266  children  showing  a positive  reaction,  66  were  strongly 
positive  and  42  of  these  were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Chest  Phys- 
ician. Of  these  27  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  15  are  being  kept 
under  observation. 
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The  remaining  24 — pupils  at  one  school — were  examined  during  a 
special  survey  of  the  whole  school  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  resulting 
in  only  one  child  being  referred  for  examination  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Two  hundred  and  one  children  were  found  to  be  mildly  positive  and 
148  of  these  were  referred  for  examination  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 
Of  these  we  have  received  86  pro  formas  giving  satisfactory  results  and  60 
parents  failed  to  return  the  forms. 

Another  two  were  referred  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  exam- 
ination at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  were  subsequently  notified  to  be  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Both  received  hospital  treatment. 

The  remaining  53  children  were  examined  at  a special  survey  of  the 
school  already  mentioned.

EXAMINATION  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS 

Tuberculin  tests  were  performed  on  1,356  school  entrants  during  1962. 
Seventeen  of  these  showed  a positive  result  and  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician  for  examination.  The  condition  of  thirteen  of  the  children 
examined  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  other  four  are  being  kept 
under  observation. 

HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

Ascertainment  of  Handicapped  Pupils  under  Section  34  of  the  Education 
Act,  1944,  continued  during  the  year. 

Table  9 gives  details  of  Caernarvonshire  children  classified  as  Handi- 
capped Pupils  according  to  the  definitions  prescribed  in  the  School  Health 
Service  and  Handicapped  Pupils  Regulations,  1953. 

These  extracts  from  reports  received  on  the  progress  made  by  a selection 
of  children  after  admission  to  Special  Schools  are  of  interest.  The  reports 
on  deaf  children  again  demonstrate  the  absolute  necessity  of  giving  special 
attention  to  such  children  as  soon  as  their  deafness  is  ascertained.  If 
parents  follow  the  advice  and  supervision  given  to  them  in  future  at  the 
Audiology  Clinic,  deaf  children  will  no  longer  remain  dumb  or  partially 
dumb. 

1.  Blind  (Bilateral  optic  atrophy). 

Residential  School  for  the  Blind,  Bridgend. 

Date  of  Birth  : 9.6.49 

Admitted  to  Special  School  on  16.4.56  when  aged  6 years. 

Report  made  July  1962. 

Reading  : Reads  well ; comprehension  improving.

AUDIOLOGY  SERVICE 

I have  received  this  report  on  Audiometric  Testing  from  Mrs.  Midgley  : 

“Twenty-seven  schools  were  visited  for  the  first  time  during  1962. 
Children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  8 years,  inclusive,  were  screened  by  a 
pure-tone  sweep  test  at  25  dB  (B.S.  zero).  Failures  were  re-screened  after 
1 month  and  those  children  failing  this  second  test  had  an  air-conduction 
audiogram  made  in  school  and,  when  possible,  a confirmatory  speech  test 
of  hearing  prior  to  referral  to  the  School  Medical  Officer.  This  follows 
the  procedure  established  during  1961.  As  before,  children  failing  to 
respond  to  8000  c/s  at  25  dB  were  listed  for  re-test  in  12  months.  Testing 
was  completed  in  20  of  these  schools  and  13  per  cent,  of  the  children  tested 
were  referred  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  (17  per  cent,  of  5 year  olds  : 
14  per  cent,  of  6 year  olds  : 13  per  cent,  of  7 year  olds  ; 7 per  cent,  of  8 
year  olds). 

Eight  schools  were  revisited  during  the  year  and  entrants  between 
5 years  and  8 years  screened  and  tested  as  above.  In  addition,  children 
listed  for  re-test  either  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  or  from  previous 
screening,  were  given  appropriate  pure-tone  tests.  At  each  school,  children 
outside  the  age-range  were  tested  if  there  was  any  reason  to  doubt  the 
normality  of  their  hearing. 

The  Senior  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  held  sessions  at  Ysgol 
Gogarth,  School  for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  Llandudno,  during  which 
the  hearing  of  26  children  was  successfully  tested. 
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The  acoustic  conditions  in  schools  have  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory 
for  screening  purposes.  Clinic  premises  were  available  near  three  noisy 
schools,  and  conditions  in  two  schools  only  were  excessively  difficult.  In 
one,  traffic  noise  made  testing  impossible  for  long  periods.  The  need  for 
quiet  conditions  is  always  difficult  to  meet  and  I am  most  grateful  to  the 
staffs  of  the  schools  I have  visited  for  their  co-operation  in  achieving  work- 
able conditions,  also  for  their  interest  in  the  testing  and  its  implications.” 

AUDIOMETRIC  TESTING 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Midgley,  who  is  employed  in  a part-time  capacity, 
visited  27  schools  where  children  had  not  been  previously  tested.  In 
addition  she  visited  8 schools  where  testing  had  been  performed  previously 
for  follow-up  purposes.  At  these  latter  schools  the  hearing  of  any  child 
who  was  not  tested  during  her  previous  visit,  but  who  was  now  within  the 
specified  age  limit,  was  also  tested.  Four  sessions  were  also  held  at  Ysgol 
Gogarth,  Llandudno.

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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 

This  report  on  the  dental  services  during  1962  has  been  prepared  by 
the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  : 

“Dear  Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  account  of  the  County 
Dental  Service  for  the  year  1962. 

In  September,  Mr.  N.  Livsey,  L.D.S.,  joined  the  service,  completing 
the  present  establishment  for  the  county.  This  establishment,  however, 
means  that  some  Dental  Officers  are  responsible  for  more  than  4,000 
children. 


Regular  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

The  teeth  of  children,  particularly  those  under  fourteen,  need  far  more 
attention  than  those  of  adults,  no  doubt  through  reluctance  to  clean  them 
regularly  and  a fondness  for  the  wrong  sort  of  food.  Decay  can  rampage 
through  their  mouths  in  a very  short  time. 

Unless  their  teeth  can  be  inspected  and  treated  every  six  months,  the 
incidence  of  decay  rises  dishearteningly. 

Since  one  Dental  Officer  may  be  responsible  for  4,000  children,  it  will 
be  seen  that  even  allowing  for  the  cases  treated  by  private  practitioners,  it 
is  impossible  to  keep  more  than  a portion  of  the  remaining  school  population 
dentally  fit. 


Dental  Treatment. 

The  treatment  done  has  been  listed  with  the  previous  year’s  and  in 
most  cases  shows  an  increase,  especially  in  conservation;  where  the  total 
number  of  fillings  done  in  1961  was  7,630,  in  1962  the  total  was  9,347.

Treatment  was  completed  for  41  cases  during  the  year,  a number  of 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Orthodontists  (Paediatric  and  Plastic 
Surgical  Units)  visiting  the  Caernarvon  and  Anglesey  General  Hospital, 
Bangor,  who  have  been  most  helpful  with  both  treatment  and  advice. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Dental  Officers  and  their 
attendants,  and  all  others,  particularly  the  head  teachers  of  the  schools, 
who  have  been  most  helpful.

The  Ophthalmic  Specialists  examined  1,287  children  during  the  year. 
Spectacles  were  prescribed  for  649  children  and  another  187  received  other 
forms  of  treatment. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 

Of  77  children  examined  by  the  Specialist  during  1962,  39  were  advised 
to  have  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and/or  adenoids,  and  32  were  re- 
ferred for  other  forms  of  treatment.

ORTHOPTIC  TREATMENT 

This  service  continued  to  be  suspended  during  1962  because  of  failure 
to  secure  the  services  of  a qualified  Orthoptist. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  service  will  be  restored  in  February  1963 
through  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  S.  M.  Guppy,  D.B.O. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 

During  the  year  383  children  were  examined  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Specialist  at  Survey  Clinics  held  at  Llandudno,  Caernarvon,  Bangor  and 
Pwllheli.  Of  these  123  were  examined  for  the  first  time. 

This  report  on  the  services  provided  during  1962  has  been  submitted 
by  the  Physiotherapist. 
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“To  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  : 

Mr.  G.  I.  Roberts,  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  held  the  usual 
number  of  Survey  Clinics  throughout  the  year, — they  were  well  attended 
and  the  advice  given  by  Mr.  Roberts  was  always  carried  out,  whether  it 
was  hospitalisation,  treatment,  or  the  wearing  of  special  appliances. 

In  1962  we  transferred  from  Remploy  to  Pryor  and  Howard  of  Mitcham, 
Surrey,  for  our  appliances — their  representative,  Mr.  C.  Southgate,  attends 
each  Survey  Clinic.  I am  very  satisfied  with  the  quality  of  the  work  and 
they  are  very  prompt  with  delivery  of  the  goods  ordered.  Mr.  Southgate 
is  most  helpful  and  goes  to  great  trouble  to  see  we  are  supplied. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  travelling  to  the  Agnes  Hunt  Hospital  we 
have  had  to  call  on  the  ambulance  service — they  have  been  most  obliging. 

The  X-ray  departments  in  the  local  hospitals  have  given  us  good 
service  and  co-operation. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  all,  and  also  you,  the 
School  Medical  Officers,  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  Clerical  staff  for  their 
help  towards  the  smooth  running  of  the  Orthopaedic  After-care  Service.

Poliomyelitis 

No  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  Caernarvonshire  children. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  new  oral  vaccine  became  available  in  March  1962.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  5,645  doses  of  this  vaccine  had  been  given,  either  as  primary 
courses  or  reinforcing  doses,  to  3,370  children  born  between  1943  and 
1962.  This  vaccine  was  administered  on  a lump  of  sugar  or  in  syrup 
(B.P.). 

By  December  1962  77.1  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  in  these  years 
had  been  given  the  full  protective  course  of  three  injections  or  three  doses 
of  oral  vaccine.  A total  of  88,880  injections  and  oral  doses  had  been  given 
to  children  below  school  leaving  age  since  the  commencement  of  the 
scheme.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  formal  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  the  provision  by  the 
County  Council  of  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  was 
received  in  March,  1962. 

A combined  antigen,  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  was  introduced  and  969  children  received  this  vaccine 
in  1962. 

The  effectiveness  of  immunisation  in  controlling  Diphtheria  is  demon- 
strated in  Table  23  on  page  35.  It  is  particularly  interesting  to  observe 
that  1962  was  the  11th  successive  year  during  which  no  child  cases  were 
notified  and  the  16th  successive  year  during  which  no  child  who  had  been 
completely  immunised  suffered  or  died  from  the  disease. 

These  encouraging  facts  could,  however,  create  a false  sense  of  security. 
Some  of  our  younger  parents,  because  they  have  no  experience  of  Diph- 
theria and  its  dangers,  tend  to  regard  immunisation  as  an  unnecessary 
discomfort  to  their  children.  It  cannot  be  too  often  emphasised  that  the 
disease  will  again  become  a “killer”  and  a “maimer”  unless  parents  ensure 
that  their  children  are  immunised  against  it.  The  Medical,  Health  Visiting 
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and  Nursing  Staffs  continue  to  impress  upon  all  parents  the  importance  of 
securing  for  their  children  free  protection  against  Diphtheria.  They 
emphasise  the  suffering  and  danger  to  which  the  children  may  be  exposed 
by  their  failure  to  secure  this  simple  means  of  protection — a first  class 
insurance. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  more  than  51,200  children  have  been 
protected  and  approximately  266,300  initial  and  “boosting”  injections  given 
by  the  CounciPs  staff  since  1939. 

Children  who  completed  the  full  course  of  immunisation  during  1962 
total  994.  School  Medical  Officers  immunised  400  of  these  and  General 
Practitioners  immunised  594.  During  the  year  697  other  children  received 
reinforcing  injections.

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NITS  AND  LICE 

Inspections  made  by  School  Nurses  during  1962  totalled  45,394.  Nits 
and/or  lice  were  found  on  255  children  (1.4  per  cent,  of  the  school  popu- 
lation). Of  these  31  children  were  infested  in  1961  and  224  were  found  to 
be  infested  for  the  first  time  during  the  year.  Four  children  were  found  to 
be  extensively  infested,  93  moderately  infested,  and  the  remainder  only  very 
slightly  infested.  Cleansing  notices  served  during  the  year  numbered  138. 

The  condition  of  most  of  the  138  children  for  whom  cleansing  notices 
were  served  was  due  to  lack  of  perseverance  rather  than  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  parents.  Many  of  them  fail  to  understand  the  necessity  for  continuing 
treatment  after  removing  the  original  infestation  until  all  the  nits  have  been 
destroyed.  It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  see  that  the  continued  perseverance 
necessary  to  maintain  children  in  a clean  condition  is  having  a positive  effect. 
The  number  of  children  found  to  be  unclean  has  been  gradually  reduced 
from  1,039  (5.7  per  cent,  of  the  school  population)  in  1950  to  255  (1.4  per 
cent,  of  the  school  population)  in  1962.  Some  adults  who  neglect  their 
own  hair  convey  lice  to  their  children.  A preparation  for  lice,  which  is 
also  a killer  of  nits,  is  now  being  used. 

It  is  now  rare  to  observe  flea  infestation  of  children. 

MILK  AND  SCHOOL  MEALS 

The  County  Health  Officer,  who  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  standard,  quality  and  safety  of  milk  supplied  to  schools,  has  submitted 
this  report  for  the  period  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1962  : 

“Dear  Sir, 

Milk  Supplies  to  Schools. 

There  were  153  schools  in  the  county  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
average  number  of  children  who  are  supplied  with  milk  in  one-third  pint 
bottles  is  approximately  14,400.  All  our  schools  are  supplied  with  either 
“Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised”  or  “Pasteurised”  milk.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  School  Milk 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  milk  samples  were  taken  from  schools 
during  the  year.  I am  pleased  to  record  that  no  milk  samples  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test  which  indicates  the  keeping  quality  of  the 
milk  or  the  Phosphatase  Test  which  indicates  adequate  pasteurisation  of  the 
milk. 
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Routine  inspections  were  made  of  all  pasteurising  plants  in  the  county 
who  supply  milk  to  schools,  and  several  bottle  washings  and  water  samples 
were  taken.

SCHOOL  MEALS 

Approximately  13,500  meals  were  provided  daily  from  129  school 
kitchens  and  served  at  151  schools.  There  are  only  two  schools  which  are 
not  provided  with  meals  in  the  county. 

During  the  year  128  inspections  have  been  made  of  school  kitchens. 
A high  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  at  the  kitchens  and  credit  is 
due  to  the  School  Meals  Organiser  and  her  staff  for  their  supervision. 

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  or  other  illnesses  attributed  to  food 
have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

In  previous  reports  the  question  of  condensation  at  school  kitchens 
was  always  mentioned,  and  to  try  and  deal  with  this  kind  of  problem,  an 
experiment  was  conducted  on  two  prefabricated  kitchens.  The  walls  of 
the  kitchens  were  insulated  and  the  ceilings  covered  with  spray-limpet 
asbestos  to  give  insulation  and  to  prevent  condensation.  The  kitchens 
were  redesigned  and  new  floors  installed  and  the  walls  tiled  and  mechanical 
ventilation  installed.  The  experiment  has  proved  so  successful  that  it  is 
anticipated  that  several  other  prefabricated  kitchens  and  dining  rooms  in 
the  county  will  be  modified  and  improved  in  1963. 

In  addition,  three  new  kitchens  have  been  constructed  and  several 
others  modernised. 

The  standard  of  food,  which  includes  meat  and  milk,  has  been  of  good 
quality,  and  the  cooking  is  of  a good  standard. 

Twenty-two  inspections  were  made  to  food  premises  supplying  schools. 
Premises  not  complying  with  the  standards  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Re- 
gulations 1960  were  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  of  the 
district,  though  in  the  majority  of  cases  on  verbal  request  contraventions 
were  remedied.
